A GIANT new £50 million 
vessel being built for Con¬ 
dor’s ferry service to the 
Channel Islands is too big 
to fit its favoured berth in 
Weymouth. 

Condor is currently hold¬ 
ing talks with Jersey and 
Guernsey about a deal to 
secure ferry services to the 
Channel Islands for the next 
15 years. 

If all goes well then Wey¬ 
mouth hopes to negotiate a 
similar deal with the ferry 
company once the Channel 
Islands agreement is 
signed. 

But an important aspect 
of the talks has seen Condor 
promise a new ferry for 
Weymouth to replace two 
ageing vessels which will 
be withdrawn. 

Weymouth and Portland 
environment spokesman 
Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said: “I think that, while at 
a push Condor could oper¬ 
ate its new vessel from 
Ferry Berth 3, it does put 
significant constrainment 
on them. 

“If we are going to have a 
long term agreement with 
Condor then it would better 
if the new ferry operated 
from Ferry Berth 1. 

“Adapting FB1 will cost

money and, in the first 
place, this will have to 
come from Condor with a 
view to them clawing it 
back through the extra busi¬ 
ness that doing this work 
will attract to Weymouth. 

“Operating from FB 1 will 
enable Condor to expand 
their business and recover 
their extensive day trade to 
the Channel Islands which 
has suffered severely from 
their enforced move to 
Poole while Weymouth 
harbour wall repairs were 
carried out.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
environment director David 
Evans, who is spearheading 
talks with Condor said: 
“Present ferries can handle 
175 cars, but the new ferry 
would be able to take 248 
cars. 

“The new vessel will be 
longer than the current fer¬ 
ries and, while Condor says 
it could work from FB3, 
there are constraints there 
because of the new ferry’s 
length, manoeuvrability 
and the proximity of the 
linkspan. 

“Accordingly they favour 
operating from FB 1 which 
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will need to be adapted to be 
able to handle this larger 
vessel.” 

He confirmed that the 
rough timescale for the new 
Condor ferry to operate 
from Weymouth would be 
2015. 

Mr Evans said: “We re¬ 
main in close talks with 
Condor as we seek to re¬ 
solve contract issues both 
over the length of agree¬ 
ment and the vessels and fa¬ 
cilities involved. 

“It is very much in every¬ 
one’s interests to have Con¬ 
dor as a confirmed 
commercial presence in 
Weymouth well into this 
century. 

“The ferry service not 
only brings in much needed 
revenue but provides an im¬ 
portant transport link and 
very important employ¬ 
ment.”

STEPHEN Lovett lives near Lyme Regis, where he 
runs Hill Barn Cottages, a self-catering business, 
with his wife Heather and 17-year-old twin daugh¬ 
ters, Sophia and Freya. 

Originally from Bath and having spent most of his 
life in Camberley, Surry, Stephen and Heather used 
to visit Dorset regularly and grew increasingly fond 
of the area. 

In 2007, a change in work circumstances coin¬ 
cided with their daughters moving to secondary 
school and the family decided to take on Hill Barn 
Cottages. 

Stephen in now chairman of the Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth Hotel and Restaurant Association, and 
treasurer of the recently formed Lyme Regis Busi¬ 
ness Group. 


• WHY did you take on Hill Barn Cottages? 

This was all part of our move from Camberley. Hill Barn 
was already established as a successful holiday business, 
with two self-catering cottages on site and the main 
house being used for bed and breakfast. As we really 
needed the space, we dropped the B&B straight away 
and just continued with the cottages. It still makes us 
smile when we think about the cottage guests seeing the 
removal lorries arriving halfway through their holiday! 

• What did you do before moving to the area? 

I qualified as a Chartered Accountant in 1990 and quickly 
moved into industry, spending the next 17 years in the 
commercial vehicle sector - initially as financial controller 
and ultimately as managing director. Soon after moving 
to Lyme, I became involved with a new Exeter-based 
business consultancy, Southwest FD, and now provide 
financial and general management support and coach¬ 
ing to businesses on a part-time basis. Working mainly 
with small and growing businesses from a many different 
sectors provides me with great variety and flexibility in 
my work and is incredibly satisfying when I see my input 
making a real difference. 

• What do you think puts Hill Barn apart from other 
self-catering properties in the area? 

Both of our cottages are now graded as "4 Star Gold 
Award". Heather is undoubtedly the main differentiating 
factor. She looks after the guest side of our cottage busi¬ 
ness, paying great attention to detail and doing just 
about anything to make sure our guests enjoy their stay. 
Our guests' comments pay testament to this, as does our 
high number of return visitors - some now treating Hill 
Barn as their second home and Heather and me, along 
with our daughters and dog, as their extended family! 

• HOW did you become involved with the Hotel & 
Restaurant Association, and the new Lyme Regis 
Business Group? 

The previous owners of Hill Barn encouraged Heather to 
join the Hotel & Restaurant Association where she found 



great support and made lots of new friends. In January 
2010 I joined their committee as treasurer and three 
years later was elected chairman. 

In July this year, and following much discussion across 
the various existing business groups, the new "all inclu¬ 
sive" Lyme Regis Business Group was formed, to repre¬ 
sent the interests of all businesses operating in Lyme. 
Having been instrumental in its formation, I was pleased 
to continue an active role on their Executive Committee 
and as treasurer. 
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• HOW do you think these types of groups benefit 
local businesses? 

I see the key aim of both groups to be much the same - 
to protect and grow the Lyme Regis economy for the 
benefit of their members. The groups help to promote 
the town of Lyme and the businesses operating therein 
to the local, national and international audience. They 
also act to protect the best interests of their members 
through effective campaigning as and when appropriate 

- current issues include bathing water quality and various 
aspects of parking. 

• DO the groups have any promotions or special 
events coming up? 

Although only formed at the start of the Summer, the 
business group is already making a real difference in 
Lyme. We launched the "Love Lyme" newsletter last 
month and are now busy driving Lyme's biggest ever 
Christmas sales drive. Badged "Yuletide Lyme", the cam¬ 
paign launches on Saturday, November 30th with the un¬ 
veiling of'Windows Wonderland', for which the fronts of 
businesses around the town will be professionally- 
painted to depict scenes from "The 12 Days Of Christ¬ 
mas".

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Pavilion peninsula plans 
could transform the town' 


Community to lead £150million redevelopment project 


IDEAS for a community-led £150 million redevelop¬ 
ment of Weymouth Pavilion peninsula have been offi¬ 
cially backed as part of wider council development 
plans for the whole town centre. 

Arts and community centre uses, a five-star hotel, a 
market, shops and a refurbished ferry terminal are 
among possibilities for the peninsula debated at a morn¬ 
ing public question and answer session headed by Wey¬ 
mouth resident Jason West. 

He is leading the campaign for a fresh look at the site 
and he joined sustainable community developer Peter 
Halsall and leading architect Sean Griffiths at the ses¬ 
sion. 

All three said a community-focussed scheme could 
still be commercially viable before attending an after-

noon meeting with Weymouth and Portland environ¬ 
ment director David Evans, resources director Jason 
Vaughan and management committee chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Mike Goodman who welcomed their initiative. 

Mr West said: “They committed to holding a series of 
charettes - where a community has input into a devel¬ 
opment - with Weymouth and Portland residents, busi¬ 
nesses and community groups fully engaging in a 
peninsula project which will form part of a wider de¬ 
velopment master plan for the whole town centre. They 
will start putting that in place in place in Spring 2014.” 

Mr Griffiths said it was “a pretty positive” council re¬ 
sponse, Mr Halsall said the council was “enthusiastic” 
about the peninsula proposals and Mr West added: 
“What we set out to get from the council we have got. 

“We have to forget past animosities and ensure the 
community, businesses and the council work together 
for the benefit of Weymouth.” 

“These proposals are crucial and I view them as a cat¬ 
alyst for a better future for Weymouth. It could trans¬ 
form the town by providing a focal point for the 
community where everyone could come and eat, drink 
and play. 

“If it is built then hopefully you will have an iconic 
building that everyone in Dorset and, indeed, the whole 
country will want to come and see.” 

He added that he was “just a guy who happens to 
know Sean who knows Peter who builds £200 million 
developments”. 

Mr Halsall told the morning audience: “Our idea as 
developers is to create a project which allows you to be 
meaningfully involved with the development of the 
Pavilion peninsula. It is your town not ours.” 

Alderman Peter Rendall was quick to point out many 
people’s view that Weymouth and Portland council’s 


idea of consultation was often followed by “then we’ll 
do what we damn well want”. 

But Mr Griffiths stressed that their concept of com¬ 
munity involvement would not be “just lip service” but 
real involvement “so you understand the constraints we 
have to work with” while Mr Halsall said: “This would 
be a genuine process driven by you.” 

Other audience members urged involvement for local 
businesses and for all local bodies in the town to be rep¬ 
resented and have input into the development. 

Some wanted to know if, like the abortive Howard 
Holdings 2009 scheme for the peninsula, a project 
might include a residential element because developers 
want to get their money back and Mr Halsall said this 
“makes sense”. 

Weymouth Business Improvement District manager 
Nigel Reed said he liked the idea of charettes but feared 
it would take “a long time”, also questioning how a 
steering group would cope “when someone throws their 
toys out when they don’t get what they want”. 

Mr Griffiths agreed it would “take time to filter 
through” not least because of the planning process 
while Mr Halsall reassured the audience that invest¬ 
ment could be found for the project. 

Others said the town centre was already going down¬ 
hill with many shopping in Dorchester because Wey¬ 
mouth’s main offering was “charity shops, cafes, pubs 
and clubs”, Mr Halsall warning that the peninsula proj¬ 
ect wouldn’t solve High Street problems but would at¬ 
tract people who otherwise wouldn’t visit Weymouth, 
shops and hotel benefitting from that. 

Brian Crump of the Friends of Weymouth Pavilion 
said it would be “illogical” to embrace any scheme 
which replaced the Pavilion and Mr West replied that 
the scheme was about “keeping the good things and 
putting new things round them”. 

Mr Halsall said the idea of knocking the Pavilion 
down was “ridiculous”. The community had given a 
clear signal that it wanted to keep the building, he said, 
so “the first option is to keep it”. 


Calls for businesses

LOCAL businesses are being encour¬ 
aged to throw their weight behind Wey¬ 
mouth’s three-day spectacular kite 
festival in early May 2014. 

Allan Pothecary of the Close Encoun¬ 
ters display team said the festival organ¬ 
ising committee was encouraging the 
business community to get their staff in¬ 
volved. 

He added: “Local companies are in¬ 
vited to get their staff out for a fun day 
with one of the new events. 

“They have the chance to have a 1.2- 
metre tall Japanese Rokaku fighting 
kite, screen printed in their own colours 
and logos ready to take part in battles 
twice each day on May 4th and 5 th. 

“The idea is to try to cut their oppo¬ 
nents’ line or tip them out of the sky 
until the last kite remains. Points are to¬ 
talled over the two days with the win¬ 
ners being the first to get their names on 
the prestigious trophy. 

“Each team will have a professional 


flyer to help them but will be encour¬ 
aged to take control for themselves. 

“There should be some great inter 
company or even interdepartmental ri¬ 
valry and plenty of chances to shout for 
favourites.” 

He added that the kite festival is sup¬ 
ported by but no longer funded by the 
council, so entries are vital in raising 
money.

Michael said the festival wins both 
ways in 2014 because not only will the 
town continue to attract vital income 
but profit made from the festival will be 
channelled back into the local commu¬ 
nity.

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Environment Agency grant to 
develop flood defence scheme 


A CRITICALLY important 
£300,000 grant could unlock 
millions more for vital sea de¬ 
fence work in Weymouth and 
Portland. 

The grant, which has just been 
approved by the Environment 
Agency, will be used to provide 
the Weymouth Bay Coastal 


Processes Study. 

This will produce a single con¬ 
sistent set of data to underpin the 
development of three flood alle¬ 
viation schemes being consid¬ 
ered for the area including 
Weymouth Harbour piling, Wey¬ 
mouth Esplanade and Preston 
Beach recharge. 


In turn the study will help un¬ 
lock millions of pounds worth of 
Government cash for a variety of 
local flood defence projects in¬ 
cluding Portland Breakwaters, 
Portland Harbour from Castle 
Cove to the Pleasure Pier, Hamm 
Beach, Furzy Cliffs, Osmington 
Mills and as far round as Ring- 


stead Bay. 

The EA’s recent Shoreline 
Management Plan showed that a 
significant part of Weymouth 
faced increased flooding over the 
next 50-100 years with the Park 
District particularly at risk from 
the sea overtopping the beach 
and from the River Wey. 

Rising sea levels also threaten 
the Esplanade, Westham Bridge, 
parts of the harbour and Preston 
Beach with overtopping a “sig¬ 
nificant” threat to the beach road. 

As previously reported, severe 
coastal erosion could cut the 
main Portland gas pipeline to 
4,000 island homes within 20 
years and it also threatens Castle 
Cove and Old Castle Road while 
the estimated cost of shoring up 
Weymouth town centre’s sea de¬ 
fences could reach £60 million 
by 2063. 

Weymouth and Portland envi¬ 
ronment spokesman Councillor 
Ian Roebuck said the threat to 
the Portland gas pipeline came 
from the Rodwell Trail embank¬ 
ment, parts of which have al¬ 
ready failed with cracking and 
settlement around the gas main. 

He added: “Getting this 
£300,000 makes Weymouth and 
Portland eligible for many mil¬ 
lions more which will be vital if 
we are to protect this area from 
the sea in coming decades. 


“The key areas to benefit will 
be Weymouth town centre, the 
Esplanade, Preston Beach and 
Portland Harbour. 

“It was a tough battle to get this 
£300,000 and great credit goes to 
environment director David 
Evans and his team for achieving 
this by working hard with the 
Environment Agency. It reflects 
the esteem Weymouth and 
Portkand is held in by the 
agency. 

“Getting this money was vital 
because it makes so much more 
grant available to us to widen the 
protection we can put in place. 

“It is a critically important 
achievement because until we 
reached that point the agency 
was blocking development in 
Weymouth town centre because 
of the flood risk. 

“This grant will be a lifeline for 
homes, facilities and businesses 
by helping to combat erosion 
caused by climate change. Hope¬ 
fully we can make Weymouth 
and Portland secure for a long 
time to come. 

“However, we cannot be com¬ 
placent because the work paid 
for by this £300,000 grant must 
be completed by 2015 to allow 
other money to be tapped for 
other projects. 

“Any delay could both affect 
what can be done and what 
money we have to do it.”

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Blue plaque marks arrival of the Methodist faith in Dorset

A MAJOR religious discovery has revealed that a Wey¬ 
mouth shop is the building where founder John Wesley 
held what is thought to be Dorset’s first Methodist meet¬ 
ing in 1776. 

Now the importance of Epworth Villa at 14 Glouces¬ 
ter Street has been marked by a Wesley Historical Soci¬ 
ety blue plaque unveiled by Poole and Swanage 
Superintendet Minister, the Reverend Chris Moreton. 

He said he couldn’t begin to guess what John Wesley’s 
sermon contained all those years ago, but he was sure 
his remarks then would be relevant to share now in 
modem society. 

Among those attending was Weymouth 
and Portland Mayor and Mayoress, . 

Councillor Ray Banham and 
Councillor Pam Nixon, and Mr 
Banham said: “It is lovely that 
another site in Weymouth has 
been highlighted for its his¬ 
torical importance and I 
hope it attracts the atten¬ 
tion it deserves. It is a 
great day for Methodism 
in Weymouth.” 

It took more than a year 
of painstaking work by 
WHS archivist John Rus- — 
sell to confirm the impor¬ 
tance of the site which is now 
the Body, Soul and Spirit spir¬ 
itual retail shop run by Allison 
Chan and business partner John 
Conway. 

The couple said: “We are delighted. 

This is a new discovery which has taken a 
lot of research up and down the country to con¬ 
firm that our building is the missing link to “the new 
house in Melcombe” which is mentioned in John Wes¬ 
ley’s journals.”

After the property was purchased, John and Allison 
looked at the original deeds which dated back to the 
1700s. The documentation contained an indenture 
which named John Wesley. Other documents confirmed 
that the property used to be an early Methodist Prayer 
House and for a period of time the Methodist Society 
owned the property. 

Allison and John contacted members of the Methodist 
Church and after intense research it was determined that 
Epworth Villa was noted in John Wesley's journals of 
1776 including the comment: “I preached at the new 
house in Melcombe, to as many as it would well con¬ 
tain.” 

Allison said: “It is a total dream. I am 
just so amazed at this property’s 
marvellous history. Fate 
brought us Weymouth, al¬ 
most 100 miles away 
from anyone we know, 
to start a spiritual 
shop in a property 
we’ve now discov- 
^ ered was used in 
the 18 th and 19th 
century for 
prayer and spiri¬ 
tual connection. I 
am looking for¬ 
ward to explain- 
I ing this to visitors 
_ attracted by our 
f Blue Plaque.” 

Methodist Church 
GB heritage officer Jo 
Hibbard said: “We are 
entirely reliant on people 
like John Russell in pursuing 
fascinating stories like this which 
we can then promote worldwide.”

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Schools join froces for 
anti-bullying summit 


MAINSTREAM school pupils and youngsters from 
a specialist academy for children with disabilities 
have joined forces for a"summit" to mark national 
Anti-Bullying Week. 

School council members from Wey Valley School 
and Wyvern Academy in Weymouth were due to 
meet to draw up a"charter"on the theme: "The Fu¬ 
ture is ours. Safe, Fun and Connected". 

The two schools, which are both co-operative 
academies and share a campus and facilities in 
Dorchester Road, work closely together to support 
integration among pupils. 

Assistant headteacher Richard Holt said:"We be¬ 
lieve we have a great model here with youngsters 
from both schools being part of each other's lives 
on a regular basis, and not distanced from each 
other. 

"Once upon a time, not so very long ago, chil¬ 
dren with disabilities were virtually hidden from 
the rest of the world and effectively excluded from 
their local community, however, now thankfully 
the world has changed. 

"However, despite that, sadly not all disabled 
children have positive experiences, and there are 
regularly stories in the press about young people 
being bullied and attacked, just for being 'differ¬ 
ent'. 

"All forms of bullying are harmful to the bully, the 
victim, and to witnesses. The effects can last well 
into adulthood." 

According to the Anti-Bullying Alliance young¬ 
sters with disabilities are more likely to face bully¬ 
ing than their peers with 36 per cent reporting 
verbal abuse, followed by emotional (30 per cent), 
physical (28 per cent) and two per cent reporting 
either sexual or racial bullying. 

Wyvern Academy is a purpose-built school in 
Weymouth for children and young people aged 
from two to 19 with complex needs, including 
Autistic Spectrum Disorder (ASD). 


New buildings get civic 
society seal of approval 


NEW developments with striking ar¬ 
chitectural merit have been recognised 
by Weymouth Civic Society at their 
annual awards night. 

The evening at the Nothe Fort began 
with society vice-chairman Pm Bol- 
lam presenting life membership to 
their planning sub-committee secre¬ 
tary Brenda Pickett. 

Mrs Bollam paid tribute to her “deep 
knowledge and care for Weymouth”, 
adding that her “efficiency and thor¬ 
oughness” were “a huge benefit to the 
society”. 

The event then moved on to the pres¬ 
entation section, making a total of 
eight awards. 

Society chairman Mary Bennett said 
they had had some “thoroughly inter¬ 
esting” buildings to visit and she 
added: “It was absolutely fascinating 
touring them all.” 

Entries varied from landmark build¬ 
ings to tiny hidden away constructions 
“but all worthy of the same attention”, 
she said. 

Among four Certificates of Merit 
awards was the New Look Support 
Centre in Mercery Road, Weymouth, 
the society saying: “The most striking 
element is a comer feature of raked 
curtain walling in dark glass on the 
north end of the building, giving a dra¬ 
matic first impression of this ‘gate¬ 
way’ site. 

Another Certificate went to the 
nearby Beefeater Restaurant, de¬ 
scribed as “an attractive new restaurant 
building, the form and composition of 
which add visual interest to its setting,

with thoughtful use of local materials”. 

A third Certificate went to 57A The 
Esplanade, a new end-of-terrace build¬ 
ing which has been “carefully designed 
to follow the Georgian character of the 
Esplanade and to echo the appearance 
of the original curved buildings that 
round off the ends of the terraces at im¬ 
portant points of the Esplanade”. 

The final Certificate went to the new 
Steps Club for Young People on Chick- 
erell Road, Weymouth which the soci¬ 
ety said had been “thoughtfully 
designed in co-operation with the 
youth community”, adding that it pro¬ 
vides “much enhanced facilities”. 

The society also made two commen¬ 
dation awards, the frist going to new 
houses at Chalbury Dene, Wyke Oliver 
Road, Preston, which it said were “a 
well built and attractive terrace” which 
“makes a positive contribution to the 
local built environment”. 

The other commendation went to the 
former United Reformed Church 
schoolroom and vestry at Chiswell, 
Portland - now Stonehall - The Stone- 


house and The Vestry, which the soci¬ 
ety said “have been skilfully converted 
to accommodate two residential prop¬ 
erties with the former church adapted 
as a functional space”, adding: “This 
ingenious conversion on a cramped 
and steeply sloping site has ensured the 
future of this historic group of Victo¬ 
rian church buildings.” 

Finally, two letters of appreciation 
were written, the first to the Isle of 
Portland Aldridge Community Acad¬ 
emy Osprey Quay Campus which the 
society described as having been 
“thoughtfully planned to provide a 
valuable educational facility” which 
“fits well into a difficult site”. 

A second letter went to the Jurassic 
Coast information point and seating on 
Weymouth Esplanade “in appreciation 
of the attractive stone seating and in¬ 
formation point on the Esplanade by 
the Jubilee Clock. 

This was a project of the borough 
council in co-operation with the county 
council’s Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Team.

A THREE-option blue¬ 
print has been drawn up 
for the future of cycling 
in Weymouth town cen¬ 
tre. 

All three went on show 
to the public for their 
views at a special exhibi¬ 


tion in Weymouth Li¬ 
brary. 

The first option takes 
Petit Tour de Manche cy¬ 
clists arriving at the ferry 


terminal from Europe, 
visitors exploring the 
town and surrounding 
area and resident cyclists 
and shepherds them 
along existing signed 
routes out to Westham 
Bridge where they can 
spread out on to the wider 
cycling network via Wey¬ 
mouth Way or Radipole 
Park Drive. 

Option two provides a 
dedicated cycle lane on 
Westham Road and a 
contraflow system to 
bring cyclists to Westham 
Bridge while the third op¬ 
tion takes cyclists along 
the Esplanade to 
Gloucester Street where 
the one-way system will 
be reversed to allow cy¬ 
clists to go down to Com¬ 
mercial Road before 
spreading out into the 
cycle system. 

County principal engi¬ 
neer Mike Read attended 
the exhibition and said: 
“This is probably the 
most important series of 
proposals for cycling that 
Weymouth town centre 
has ever seen. 

“What we are trying to 
do is end up with a sys-

Why can't people clean up after their dogs? 


■ I FEEL that I have to 
write this, because I reg¬ 
ularly use the beach at 
Weymouth, and it 
amazes me how the 
council does not make 
people clean up behind 
their dogs. 

The signs on the prom¬ 
enade tell the public - 
clearly - where they can 
take their dog, and yet on 
ALL Dorset beaches, 
people still insist on 
walking their dogs where 
they shouldn't be. 

I was recently told by a 
council worker that the 
beach is cleaned every 
morning at 5:30am. But 
when I am there, every 
week between 10am and 
2pm, there is always dog 
mess on the sand. There 
are out-of-control dogs 
as well, running all over 
my things. Last week, 
one tipped my hot tea 
over my coat. The owner 
simply said, ‘smile, it's a 
lovely day’. He did not 
say sorry for the incon¬ 
venience of having my 
coat spoiled. I also lost 
my cup of tea! 

The owners of badly- 


behaved dogs are always 
rude. A few weeks ago, a 
dog called Daisy was try¬ 
ing to climb into a baby's 
pram. It then proceeded 
to annoy me, until I told 
it to go away. The owner, 
as ever, did nothing. At 
the same time, there was 
a lady walking with a 
one-year old child, who 
noticed yet another pile. 
She explained to me that 
she was very worried 
about the situation, and 
for her baby's health and 
well-being. I said to her, 
‘do you know that your 
baby could become blind 
from this?’ She said that 
she did. She said that she 
had contacted the council 
and had not received a 
reply. 

Dogs are only kept off 
the beach from June 1st 
until September 30th, 
which is only high sea¬ 
son. They should be off 
for the whole season - 
stretching from April 1st 
until 31st October. Both 
ends of the beach have an 
area which can be used 
by dogs, all year round. 
The middle of the beach 
should be maintained 


clean, for people with 
children and people who 
would like a dog-free en¬ 
vironment. 

This beach, as with all 
others, is long enough to 
accommodate everyone. 
There is a sign on the 
seafront wall which 
reads, ‘dog owners will 
be fined £500 for not 
cleaning up behind their 


dog’ a sign close to my 
home says, ‘£1000 fine’. 
The council seems to 
have done nothing about 
this problem. 

Many people would 
welcome a change in leg¬ 
islation for the new sea¬ 
son, I think that Dorset 
County Council should 
consider it. Considering 
the number of people that 


come to Weymouth espe¬ 
cially for the beach, it is 
reasonable to suggest that 
the council would want a 
Blue Flag beach there. 
Weymouth is a town cen¬ 
tered around the coast, 
and the people - espe¬ 
cially families - who use 
it.

Baroness Newlove, Victims’ Commis¬ 
sioner for England and Wales said: “I 
congratulate the police and Mr Underhill 
on this excellent initiative. As Victims’ 
Commissioner, I’m looking for a change 
in the way we care for and support vic¬ 
tims and that change is happening in 
Dorset. The victims’ bureau puts the 
needs of victims exactly where they 
should be - at the very heart of criminal 
justice system.” 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner 
Mr Underhill said: “Victims are at the 
heart of my work and I will always put 
them first. 

“I am excited to launch the Dorset Vic¬ 


tims’ Bureau which is one of only two in 
England and Wales. By next year the bu¬ 
reau will grow into the first multi-agency 
victim’s service in the country, encom¬ 
passing all of the Criminal Justice Agen¬ 
cies, meaning that victim’s will be 
updated and supported as they travel the 
whole criminal justice journey. 

“The bureau next year will also assist 
those victims who, for various reasons, 
do not pick up the phone to report their 
crime to the police.” 

Inspector Mike Kynaston, who is the 
project manager for the bureau said: “The 
Dorset Victims’ Bureau will ensure that 
victims are fully informed and updated 
during their journey through the criminal 
justice system. Victims will be updated 
by a dedicated team ensuring a consistent 
and professional service. It will allow 
frontline officers and staff to dedicate 
more time to investigating and preventing 
crime. 

“The focus for the bureau is to meet vic¬ 
tim needs’ and improve the public’s sat¬ 
isfaction in policing.

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Dorset's gritters prepare for chilly winter 


GRITTING lorries are al¬ 
ready out and about tack¬ 
ling the first Dorset ice of 
the winter. 

The county council is 
on its guard for 2013 after 
a busy 2012 required 
more than 100 runs to 
keep Dorset roads clear, a 
third higher than in an av¬ 
erage year, at a cost of 
more than £600,000. 

Gritter routes have been 
planed and there are plen¬ 
tiful supplies of rock salt 
to tackle 2,500 miles of 
urban and rural roads that 
the authority is responsi¬ 
ble for with emphasis on 
650 miles of core roads 
used by 80 per cent of ve¬ 
hicles. 

Crucial to this operation 
is a daily, detailed local 
forecast which guides de¬ 
cisions on what action 
needs to be taken and 
when is the most effective 
time to spread the salt, 
particularly on hilly sec¬ 
tions such as Bowleaze, 
Portland Heights, Lane- 
house, Southill and 
Upwey. 

Gritters will often go 
out several times, night 
and day, to ensure main 
routes are kept as clear as 
possible, salting 22 grit-

works, priority and com¬ 
munity using a fleet of 26 
gritters in six depots 
across the county includ¬ 
ing Charminster and 
Bridport. All gritters can 
be fitted with snow 
ploughs if needed. 

The county council 
treats it s roads using 
6mm rock salt, com¬ 
monly called grit, which 
works by lowering the 
freezing point of water. It 
combines with the ice and 
melts it. This reaction 
stops working at temper¬ 
atures around -9C. The 
salt used is supplied by a 
Northern Ireland com¬ 
pany. 

Rock salt is applied to 
road at various rates de¬ 
pending how cold it is. 
Each complete gritting 
run uses 110 tonnes of 
rock salt, and costs 
£ 6 , 000 . 

There is currently a 
stock of 12,000 tonnes of 
rock salt which is nor¬ 
mally enough to cover 
two winters. Supplies will 
be replenished after 
Christmas to make sure 
there is enough. 

There are also 1,000 salt 


bins across the county 
that parish, town and bor¬ 
ough councils use for 
local lightly used routes 
and pavements. These 
bins are filled by the 
county council at the be¬ 
ginning of winter and fur¬ 
ther stocks can be ordered 
if needed. 

Snow often causes diffi¬ 
culties on the roads. Pre¬ 
treatment of roads before 
snow fall is essential as 


this makes it easier to 
clear snow from the road 
once it has settled. 

The council aims to 
apply a heavy coat of salt 
to both the priority and 
community networks be¬ 
fore it starts snowing to 
aid this. Up to 1,000 
tonnes of salt can be used 
in 24 hours during snow 
conditions. 

During a heavy snow 
storm it is often difficult 
to keep roads fully 
cleared until it has 
stopped and then a clear- 


up operation starts. In ex¬ 
treme conditions the 
county council has a list 
of contractors and farmers 
who can help with clear¬ 
ing snow.

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A magic box that keeps a child alive 


T o date, people of the world have donated 
more than £200 million for the Philip¬ 
pines victims of Typhoon Haiyan, of 
which more than £40 million has come from 
UK donors and another £50 million from the 
British Government. 

In addition, the World Bank and the Asian Development 
Bank are giving £650 million in grants and emergency 
loans. 

But for the four million Filipinos who lost everything in 
the hellstorm, it will not be enough. 

Why? Because coping with a natural disaster isn’t just 
for Christmas - it takes years, years, for a devastated area 
to recover. 

And while the poor souls of Tacloban, the Philippines’ 
worst-hit city, can probably get by for that long before 
KFC is rebuilt, they won’t last a week without water. 

In Haiti, aid agencies were still carrying in water two 
years after the earthquake of 2010 levelled the island and 
destroyed the clean water supply. 

Clean water is the most essential relief wherever there 
is a disaster on the planet. Food and shelter run a close 
second but it’s water that makes the difference between 
life or, as detailed below, a grotesque death. 

The dangers of drinking waste water after a disaster 
should be obvious, but in case they are not, here they are: 
typhoid, cholera, e-coli, leptospirosis and hepatitis E; 
each one comes with a free ride to the morgue. 

Devon, Dorset & Somerset Newspapers Limited, the 
publishers of this newspaper, have committed to a two- 
year charity campaign in association with the Rotary 
Club of Chelwood Bridge because there, at the little Som¬ 
erset town of Midsomer Norton, they have ingeniously 
developed an ideal solution to this problem of how long 
it takes after a disaster for clean water to run through the 
pipes again. 

It’s called The Water Survival Box and it’s just that - a 
plastic box crammed with all that you need to stay alive

after you have lost everything; cooking and eating uten¬ 
sils, basic means of shelter, all sorts of essential bits and 
bobs, and, most importantly, a simple water-purification 
system that will provide a family of four with clean water 
every day for a year. You can read more about it at 
www.worldwaterworks.org but it’s simple - pour in 
waste water and clean water comes out, like magic. 

The boxes cost £150 to fit out and send to disaster 
zones; a hundred and fifty quid to keep a family alive for 
a year. 

Since Typhoon Haiyan struck, Chelwood Bridge’s 
Hugo Pike and his team of tireless Rotarians have been 
working flat out packing and shipping Water Survival 
Boxes to the Philippines. But stocks are running low, and 
although donations are thankfully coming in, more and 
more boxes are going to be needed in the long time it will 
take yet before clean water is running again. 

Because for us clean water is such a given, guaranteed 
to be always there whenever we turn on a tap, it is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine life without it. It is harder still to imagine 
what it feels like to be without it. 

But this is the reality of what happens when an earth¬ 
quake, tsunami or typhoon takes out the water supply: 


Because of disasters, every 20 seconds somewhere in 
the world a child aged under five dies of dehydration. 
Let’s count them as we explore what it feels like to endure 
the 7-10 days that it takes to die of thirst. Here’s what 
doctors expertly say: 

“As dehydration begins, you become very tired. You 
can’t urinate easily and when you can your urine is dark 
brown; later, as it concentrates, you can’t urinate at all 
and your bladder will burn. You want to cry but there is 
no liquid in you for tears. 

‘Then a severely-painful headache starts. Your mouth 
dries and becomes caked with thick saliva, your tongue 
swells and cracks, your eyes recede into their sockets, the 
lining cracks in your nose (ONE DEAD) and it begins 
to bleed. 

“You start to feel dizzy and then seizures begin. Your 
heart starts to race and so does your breathing, you are 
panting as your blood pressure drops. Terrible cramps at¬ 
tack your arms and legs, you cannot stand nor sit down. 
Your temperature rises, you feel very hot because you 
cannot sweat. You feel nauseous but can only dry-heave, 
and then the cramps painfully attack your stomach 

“Your skin hangs loose, dries and becomes scaly, your 
muscles become spastic .Then, as your brain cells (TWO 
DEAD) dry out, you start convulsing. Your eyesight 
fades, thick secretions begin to plug your lungs, you 
struggle to breathe. You become more and more ex¬ 
hausted, you may hallucinate. Then seizures grip the 
body and you fall into a coma and your heart stops.” 

As Dr. David Stevens, a US physician who has seen 
thousands die of thirst during 13 years in Africa, says: 
“Contrary to those that try to paint a picture of a gentle 
process, death by dehydration is a cruel, inhumane and 
often agonising death.’ 

Every day, (THREE DEAD) 4,109 children die of 
thirst like that because natural disasters like hurricanes, 
earthquakes and flooding have left them with no clean 
water. 

That’s 171 every hour, three a minute, dying like that. 
Every minute of every day, three children die like that; 


‘At least five children will die through lack of water whilst you read this’ 


tongue cracked, nose bleeding, convulsed in agony. Chil¬ 
dren are dying like that in he Philippines now, for want 
of a Water Survival Box. 

As it happens, right now is the best time to donate at 
www.worldwaterworks.org because (FOUR DEAD) for 
a 13-day window from December 5-18 every £1 donated 
online will be doubled to £2 under an initiative by the 
Reed Foundation called The Big Give Challenge. 

“What would you do if you’d lost everything in a dis¬ 
aster?” asks Hugo Pike. 

One answer, I suppose, would be to hope than some¬ 
body like you is reading this. 

Because in six more seconds, a FIFTH child will have 
agonisingly died from the lack of clean water.

Dave Parham will talk on 
The Swash Channel Wreck 

LYING just off the Dorset Coast is a famous 17th cen¬ 
tury shipwreck known as the Swash Channel wreck. 
A Bournemouth University marine archaeology 
team has been studying the wreck since 2006 but 
are now so concerned at the rate of deterioration 
that they have decided to raise and preserve part of 
the hull. 

The 40 metre long 400 year old vessel lies in ap¬ 
proximately 7 metres of water next to the Swash 
Channel in the approaches to Poole Harbour. The 
wreck includes ornately carved timbers, the earliest 
still in existence in Britain, but as the sands shift and 
expose the timbers to the air, they are literally being 
eaten away by bacteria and tunnelling shipworms. 
Dave Parham, a Senior Lecturer in Marine Archaeol¬ 
ogy at Bournemouth University, is leading a team to 
save as much of the wreck as possible. 

The plan is to remove some of the timbers and pre¬ 
serve them, whilst reburying the rest. It is not pos¬ 
sible to cover up the entire wreck as it would create 
a shipping hazard in a busy channel. Once pre¬ 
served, the remains will go on display in Poole Mu¬ 
seum. 

Dave Parham's talk will discuss the history of the 
Swash Channel Wreck project and bring the audi¬ 
ence up to date with news on the most recent exca¬ 
vations and research. 

The talk takes place on Friday, December 6th, and 
is free of charge but a donation of £3 is encouraged 
to cover costs. Doors open at 7pm and the talk will 
commence at 7.30pm. For further information

Many jazz greats performed in the 
group during its long career, notably Horace Silver, 
Clifford Brown, Lou Donaldson, Wayne Shorter, 
Bobby Timmons, Lee Morgan, Freddie Hubbard and 
Cedar Walton.

In 
later years he had a policy of encouraging young 
musicians to perform with the band, once remarking 
"I'm gonna stay with the youngsters.
